Receive doctorates 
As symposium ends

.explorers and scientists with 
honorary doctorates at a special 
Convocation in Redpath Halt

day polar symposium sponsored by 
the University and the Arctic In- 
stitute of North America. The ho- 
norary graduates Included one Rus- 
sian, one British and one Danish 
Bcientist, as well as two Canadians. 
.^After the opening ceremonies, 
Sèàn F. Kenneth Hare of -;the Fa- 
culty "of Arts . and Science intro- 
duced' the Indivlduaiy^redpients: 
Diamond Jenness, Consultant to 
the Department irlof» Northern Af- 
fairs and Natural llésôûreés;;Svend 
Lauge Koch,'' Cotasulting Geologist 
for the Greenland Ministry of the 
Danish Government; and.Petr A. 
humskiy, Director of the Pérma- 
~t: Institute of the Academy of 
Sdences of the U.S^Jl. Each was 
conferred with the Honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Science. 
. Receiving the honorary degree 
of Doctor of Laws were Terence 
Armstrong, Assistant Director of 
the Scott Polar Research Institute, 
Cambridge, England, and Robert 
Gordon Robertson, Clerk of the 
Canadian Privy Coimcll. Degrees 
were conferred by Dr. H. Rocke 
Robertson, Principal and Vlce- 
Chancellor. 

Anthropologist 
Diamond Jenness, New Zealand- 
^.rn .anthropologist, was Intro- 
du^d by Dean Hare as "one of 
Canada's foremost authorities on 
Eskimos and Indians". Besides his 
duties as a government consultant, 
he is a world-travelling authority

Problenis Solved 

Terming library operations In 
the past "unsatisfactory and defi- 
cient", he pointed out that the re- 
commendations of an expert com- 
mittee which investigated the Red- 
path Library last spring "would 
solve many problems" both in 
library service and In book col- 
lection. 

Dr. Robertson stressed that no 
dramatic steps could be taken. 
"The problems are such that they 
cannot be solved quickly," he 
said. They Involve a certain reor- 
ganization and an increase In the 
library staff. 

The proposed Committee of 
Student Affairs, Dr. Robertson 
said, would be a Joint student- 
administration body which would 
meet to discuss common problems 
and generally to improve commu- 
nication between the student body 
and the University authbrities. 

;The Conunlttee has technically 
been In existence for years but 
has apparently never convened. 

Confusing Calendars 

The Principal admitted that the 
University calendars or announ- 
cements have In .the past been 
"confushig",' and pointed tout that 
this year's calendars/ prepared by 
Vice-Principal H. Noel Fieldhouse, 
were considerably more concise. 
There would be continuing at- 
tempts, he said, to improve the 
quality of the announcements.

were made by students in filling 
out forms at home with no help 
from registration officials. 

Registration Improved 

However, he ° said. Improve* 
ments would be made In other dl« 
rectlons regarding registration 
procedures. 

The Principal praised the con- 
cept of a conference on student 
affairs. He also said that student 
activity comprised a valuable part 
of university education. "The fu< 
ture", he told the delegates, "de- 
pends on yourselves — the student 
leaders." 



Student Affairs Conférence resolves 
To improye co-ordination of activity 

The MciQiir Conference on Student Affairs, held last week as a congress of all the clubs and 
societies on campus to improve co-operation and understanding among them, was hailed by offi* 
dais and delegates, alike as a resounding success. 



Resolutions were passed at the 
conference encompassing continu- 
ed co-ordination among clubs and 
societies and recommendations re- 
garding relations between French 
and English .students and problems 
of Integrating foreign students into 
campus life. 

Reports were heard from most 
members of the Students' Exec- 
utive Council and from represent- 
atives of the major activities on 
campus. These reports were fol- 
lowed by questions from the dele- 
gates. 

'The success of this conference," 
Chairman Doug Barrington stated, 
"la due to, the active participation 



of all the clubs and societies who 
attended. This indicates the great 
need for a conference of this sort 
and demonstrates the need for 
making this type of conference an 
annual debate". 

Need for Co-ordination 
The need for such a conference, 
and for closer co ordination among 
the various student clubs and so- 
cieties, was dramatically illustrated 
by the revelation, which came out 
of tho conference, that three se- 
parate organizations were plannin.c 
a high school visitation prctram 
without knowing of the others' 
activities. 

.^Furthermore, two of the organ- 



Izatlons had the same person In 
charge of their respective pro- 
grams. 

In group session, as a conse- 
quence, both the undergraduate so- 
cieties and the miscellaneous clubs 
decided to meet periodically to dis- 
cuss common problems and pro- 
grams. Tho latter will meet under 
the chairmanship of the SEC Di- 
rector for Clubs and Societies, 
Peter Scybold. 

A resolution was also passed re- 
commending that the SEC "estab 
Ilsh co-operative efforts between 
McGill student organizations and 
their French counterparts".

Representatives of Quebec's French-speaking universities %qy llie/ will walk out of the 
National Federation of Canadian University Students if they are not given equal status with 
English students. 



In a resolution to be presentë(l 
at the. NFCUS conference ' in Ed- 
monton, September 30 to October 
5, students from the UnivcrsiUcs 
of Sherbroolce and Montreal will 
demand that the Federation be re- 
constructed on a "truly bi-natio- 
inal" basis. 

Separata Union Proposed 

At present, says U. of M. Stu- 
dents' Society president Pierre 
Uarois, French students have in- 
ferior status not only • within 
NFCUS generally but even withbi 
the Quebec region. 

In- order to rectify this situa- 
tion, French-spealcing students 
propose that a separate union be 
made up solely of French-speaking 
members (including those from 
outside Quebec), . having equal 
rights with the ' English-speaking 
imion, and that both these .unions 
be under the Jurisdictioh of a gov- 
erning committee. 



Christmas of 1964: 
.Completion date of 
New Student Union 

Gordon L. Echenberg, immediate 
past President of the Students' 
Society and now Chairman of the 
New Union Committee, last week 
predicted that construction of the 
University Centre would be^ com- 
pleted by Christmas, of next' year. 

He also proposed that the Old 
Union be made into a centre for 
post-^aduate students. 

Echenberg was addressing the 
McGiU- Conference on Student 
Affairs. 

Consthiction of the building has 
so far met with some obstacles. 
Duo to a change in City construe 
; tlon bylaws, Echenberg explained, 
^the, committee has been unable to 
olitain a building permit Barring 
the possibility of a special exemp- 
tion by ' the Montreal Executive 
Committee, the only solution is to 
change the plans. • 

. Echenberg also pointed out that 
the newly-imposed tax on construc- 
tion bas Increased building costs 
far beyond expectations. 

• •There Is a great disparity in 
agé^ii Echenberg then said, "bet 
ween post-graduate studentsj^and 
undergraduates". By ^vlng%l„_ 
post-graduate students a home,' he 
explained, "we will be able to 
utilize their maturity and know- 
ledge". 

Later in the conference, Saeed 
Mirza, Post-Graduate Faculty Re- 
presentative on the Students' Exe- 
cutive Council, and President of 
the International Students' Asso- 
ciation, proposed that the Old 
Union when vacated be shared by 
postgrads and foreign students 



^TneTresolution -will- be in effect 
an ultimatum, which the 'French 
students sec as designed to^ bring 
to fruition the principle of bina- 
Uonalism, recognized at the last 
NFCUS Congress. The student 
leadership of Montreal and Sher- 
brooke appear determined to quit 
NFCUS if their demands arc not 
met Laval students are expected 
to endorse the resolution shortly. 

Economic Question 

There is an economic • side to 
the -disagreement Pierre Marbis, 
president of the Association Gé- 
nérale des Etudiants de l'Univer- 
sité do Montréal (AGEUM) is re- 
ported to have complained that 
of the $3,000 contributed to NFCUS 
annually, almost none it ever 
benefits U of M students. 

He will- reportedly propose to 
NFCUS that, if the bi-national 
character of the organization is to 
be. effected, half 4thls^ambunt be 
diverted to the^foundatlm'^qt- the 
separate union of Fhinch-iCana- 
dian students. 

Hicrc already exists, he said, an 
embryonic union of Quebec stu- 
dents. .All that remahis is the 
amalgamation of French-speaking 
students livhig outside Quebec. 

Proposed Superstructiira 

Students at Montreal and Sher- 
brooke envision a "superstructure" 
linking the unions of French and 
English students, consisting of 
four delegates 'from each -union, 
whose duties during the first year 
will be the delineation. of the fu- 
ture responsibilities of the "super- 
structure". 
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Also expected is a proposal for 
parallel commission of French 

and English students to draft'a're- 

vision of Confederation. 

Harold EIroan, chairman of 
NFCUS McGill refused to comment 
on the situation until all the issues 
have been thoroughly examined. 
David Jenkins, national president 
of NFCUS, was not available -for 
comment

Gordon briefs MCS A ; 
Stresses free educalion 

1^. Sonny Gordon; President of the Student's Society, govs last week's Conference on 
Student Affairs a progress report on the activities of the Opération:. Gratuité Scolaire, an ad hoc 
union of the council presidents of all Quebec unlvehttles working toward free education in the 
Province. 
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He also announced an investiga- 
tion into the working of the'Bealth 
Service and proposals to revise 
the Students' Society' constitution. 

The Operation, Gordon said, was 
planning nothing more drastic in 
the near future than bringing the 
case for free education to piubllc 
attention and trying to marshal 
support for the proposaL Student 
leaders, he affirmed, had already 
approached Youth Minister Paul 
Gerin-Lajoie on the Issue. 

Strike Lost ResoH 

"A student strike", he stressed, 
"would only be used as a last 
resort". 

The Liberal Government, Gordon 
pointed out, promised free educa- 
tion at all levels during the 1960 
ejection campaign, but universities 
in this Province were forced to 
raise theb fees. "Either govern- 
ment grants were cut down or 



they did not increase enough to 
finance the expansion projects 

planned by the universities". ■ 

r 

Calling the Health Service re- 
gulations "a hodge-podge of rules", 
Gordon claimed later that it was 
impossible to^et a perspective on 
what tho Health Service was sup- 
posed to do. He announced the 
formation of a Joint student- 
Administration committee to in- 
vestigate the Service. 

New Cemmitfeo 

Gordon also announced the pro- 
jected formation of a committee 
"to examine the possibility of 
giving the Students' Society a 
completely new constitution'*. Call- 
ing, the present constitution "cum- 
bersome and out-dated", he pro- 
posed bringing it up to date; since 
it has been outmoded by the rapid 
growth of the Students' Society. 

Regarding free education, Gor- 
don stressed that no ultimatum 
would be given the government 




until the second report of the 
Parent Royal Commission is tabled 
in December. 

"Examining the similarities be- 
tween the first report and the 
government's Bill 60 on eduea- 
.tlon", he said, "we believe this 
report will strongly Influence the 
government's thinking in this 
regard". 

He mentioned the possibility of 
another fee increase next year. 
Gerin-Lajoie Is reported to have 
told the student delegation that 
the province was reluctant to grant 
money to institutions over which 
they had no administrative control. 

The Operation has stressed that 
University autonomy cannot be 
sacrificed for free education. 

The President of the Operation 
is Jean Bazin, President of the 
students- of Laval .University. Gor- 
don is Secretary of the organiza- 
tion.

These 
bursaries, which generally range from $200 to $300, do not hove 
to be repaid until two years after graduation. 



Any student who is registered 
in a degree course and has lived 
in the province for the past two 
years may apply. It is also ne- 
cessary to be a Canadian citizen. 
Financial need must be shown. 

"The deadline for application Is 
Sept. 30. Those students who re- 
ceived the bursaries last year 
should have already received re- 
newal forms. Those who have not 
and those students who wish to 
make their first application should 
go to the Student Aid Office, Room 
275, in the Macdonald Engineer- 
ing Building. 



Those students who receive bur- 
saries will be notified by the Cash- 
ier's office to come and pick up 
tlicir cheques. Students who come 
before receiving notification will 
not be given any information. ' 

New applicants and those trans- 
ferring from other universities 
must have their application form 
stamped at McGill. Letters of 
acceptance, report of standing or 
registration card should be brouglit 
when having the bursary stamped.

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I Free Education? 

Provincial Liberal election promises of free educa- 
tion were gweted fond hopes and fatalistic 
cynicism. The hopes rested on the progressive Image 
v/hlch. this party presented to the electorate. Many 
saw Quebec on the threshold of an awakening. In 
government; a regime of men attuned to the fact 
that Quebec's young people constitute an Important 
natural resource, deserving substantial moral and 
financial support. The cynicism was the result of 
long experience with election promises, easily made 
'and more easily broken. 

■ this summer dreamers and cynics alike received 
a , rude awakening. To those who believed that 
|^ctl.onipronr»lses were either Implemented or ignored 
anew ciategory of treatment was introduced. Univer- 
sity fees were neither reduced nor retained at their 
present level. Rather, as we are too well, aware, 
they we're Increased, the average at McGIII amount- 
ing 'to {ust under $100. 

One. can fairly ask why this happened. The univer- 
sities point convincingly to rising costs and static 
provincial grants. The government can give no 
satisfactory answer. It Is rumored that Mr. Gerin- 
Lcjoie feels the province cannot continue handing 
out Increasing quantities of money to bodies over 
which it has no control. We would like to think he 
has been misunderstood. Surely the promise of free 
education was- not tied to d demand for government . 
control of our universities. ^ 

Nevertheless, we believe that whatever his reasons, 
they must be rejected as 'unacceptable. A philosophy 
of free education cànnot possibly be squared with . 
an increase in student fees. The two are *patentl/j 
incpmpqtible. The Presidents of our respective studentj 
bpdlS^lwive exerted ^^ o^^ on the govern-F 

ment to have the situation righted. To date their 
efforts have had no effect. Relief this year. Is^ylrtuajly 
out of the question and, what eyeh. more disturbing,;; 
we have no assurance of any Improvement next year."' 

However, the students of Quebec will not sit.quletly 
by. We must and we will continue to press for redress 
of our grievences. It Is time that the men who govern 
Quebec realize that education cannot wait .until all- 
other needs have been satisfied. Our need is fully 
as pressing ds .the need for new roads and a steel 
-Industry. Indeed, our need, is Quebec's need. Quebec 
cannot advance Into the second half of the twentieth 
century without educated people to'^ take the Mead., 
We have a right to expect progress and condemn 
reliance on the status quo. Here, the problem is much 
more serious. We have been ,the victims of regressive 
measures by the government. An .Important promise 
has been flagrantly broken. : ■ ' 

We call on Mr. Gerin-Lapie to takè Imrnediate 
action. The pressing needs of Quebec's students will - 
not be met by moving backvvards> ; -

Two ela> 
ments, while greatly Improving 
our. archaic systemi pose poten* 
tlal' threats to religious and lln> 
gulstic minorities. (1) Ultimate 
reiponsiblllty for, and control 
over education Is to rest with 
tho government. (2) The Su-, 
perlor Council qt Education will 
act as . an advisory body to en- 
sure democratic representation 
for all. Interested groups. 
' These are the main tenets. 
But specific provisioos must be 
examined: to fully appreciate 
•the new legal relationships un- 
der the bllL The following, are 
the most ' relevant articles. . 
' The Department' of Education 
and Youtlt'ActiWill create a ml-, 
nlstry of>Eilucatl6n>.and Youth. 
The Minister will bèjreeppnsible- 
"for promoting education ■jr. «nd 
for ensuring the progifess of 
educational institutions". . His 
scope of interest is all — em- 
bracing. 
The Lieutenant-Governor, i.e.

A new Superior Council of 
Eduéatlbn replaces the Council 
under thé old Education Act.

It shall approve text- 
books, make suggestions, and 
regulations respecting exclusi- 
vely religious and .moral ins- 
truction. Tlie, principal duty of 
the two committees . is religious 
and ;mbnlVlmrtrucUdnftbut : thehr 
auth'ôritFnëvef 'éxceèdr'that of 
an advisory body. 

Throe numerically equal bo- 
dies comprise each Committee 
— religious authorities, parents 
and teachers. However in. con- 
trast to the Catholic commltte* 
which may. be subiect.to a veto 
from ; j|i*;^:a*Mml>ly j of bishops, 
the Protestant committee Is ap- 
pointed : by Council. - Allhovgh 
consultation with the bodies 
concerned Is essential. In effect 
the Protestant committee Is ap- 
pointed by a maierlty of Ca* 
thollcs. 

..Certain regulations must be 
submitted, to Council before Ca* 
binet approval. They concern 
classification of schools and di- 
plomas conferred by' them; ^ur^ 
ricula, diplomas and qiiallflea* 
tlon of teaching personnel; coor* 
dination of education In all 
grades In both the private and 
public field. Before giving ad* 
vice the Council mutt obtain 
that of the aommltfee on matters 
within their reipecllvo compe* 
fence. . 

In .this vital area the cabinet 
mûit'seék but nnd' net' follow 
the advice of the Council.'* Com* 
• plat* pedagogical control - rests 
with the government.

A One-Eyed Glance 
At Ow History 
from 1813 



McGiU has had a long and vcncrablo 
history. However, it is with regret tliat wo 
point out ttiat most accountings tlius far ' 
have relied excessively on the use of tliat 
dubious Iiistorical commodity often referred • 
to with pride as "iacUi". A moro recent 
thesis has had it that sach an approach 
tends to obscuro the more colourful aspects 
of past 'events. It is with this in mind that 
we intend to- approach the iiistorical de«' 
velopment oit the Royal Institution for.tlie 
Advancement' of Learning. 

McGill began in 1813 when James McGill, 
Scottislt fur mcrcliant much celcbratsd 
In stoiy and song, bequeathed his country 
estate and $10,000 for the establishment u 
of « college (excluding a new Students' ., 
Union). All this happened on the good 
man's death, and thus proved useful in 
•voiding succession duties. 

McGill's first class, composed of twenty 
students,: registered In September, 1843 
(A-L 9 am; M-R 10 am; S-Z 11 am). 

A PRINCIPAL STEP 

In 18SS, Sir/ William Dawson >;became . 
Principal. He immediately drove: off the 
herds of 'cattle which had become accustoim* 
' ed to roaming on, and otherwise desecrating 
the lower campus. Stick in hand, he t.bn,. 
returned home and persuaded William 
Molson, a local brewer, to expand onto 
campus in the form of a third academic 
building. What was then viewed as a great 
act of philantrophy has since achieved re« 
cognition as one of the shrewdest and most 
farslghted business ventures of the day.

Income tax. In 1007, sparks from the Chi* 
cago Fke eventually reached Montreal, and 
burned down the Engineering and Medical 
buildings. They were rebuilt by the firm 
.of Shy & Shy, thereby providing the fa. 
mous saying "Once burned, twice Shy". 



The stadium and other areas of learning 
were developed after this for the simple 
reason that they had not been developed 
before. In 1037 the Montreal Neurological 
' Institute was opened; two years later Dou- 
glas Hall was constructed around several 
pool tables, and two years after that the 
Sir Arthur Currie Gym and Armoury were 
oijjncd. This plan of construction in al> 
tcrnate years will undoubtedly prove useful 
to future students of McGill history when 
it comes to remembering dates. 

...AND GREW... 

In 1048 Divinity Hall was turned over 
to the University to house , a Faculty of 
' Divinity. This' occurreed, for some strange 
reason, exactly nine years, to the year, after 
Dr. F. Cyril James became . Principal and 
ViceChancellor of McGill. Thtis the event 
took place In what is referred to as the 
"James Era", which also happened to coin- 
cide with Dr. Cyril's tenure of office. 

In the decade following World War n 
enrollment increased two and one half ti* 
' mes, which made for serious space shor* 
tages when combined with the number 
of students previously attending classes. 
Thus more buildings were erected. In 1962, 
Dr. H. Rocke Robertson succeeded Dr. Ja* 
mes as Principal and Vice-Chancellor, a 
move which brought to an end the James 
Era. Dr. Robertson has effectively used 
his charming bedside manner to win the 
affection of many students, and looks for. 
ward to many years at the top of McGill's 
totem. 

...UPWARDS 

Many facets of University life are now 
geared to the future. McGill will ever move 
onward and upward; this notion of cons- 
tant ascension, however, is nothing new 
to th2 women ( f the Daily who, for decades 
now, have had to climb two flights of stairs 
to t^-o ''•'••"•'t v.'f^'^'în's Washroom.

Poetry comes to me from an 
ever latent dream. I like to di- 
rect ïhi» dream, except on days 
of inspiration when I feel that 
it directs Itself. 

I don't like the dream which 
moves aimlessly. I try to make ° 
it into a substantial dream, 
which after crossing inner space 
and time then confronts outside 
space and time. The outside is. 
the white page. 

To dream Is to forget the 
materiality of one's body and to 
confuse the outer and the Inner 
world. The ubiquity of the 
universal poet has . perhaps no 
other origin. 

People are sometimes sur-, 
prised over my~ holding thç 
world in awe. This arises as 
much from the permanency of 
my dreams as from my bad 
memory. Both lead me from 
surprise to surprise, and forcé 
me to be amazed at everything. 
"Why, there are trees and an 
. ocean, lltere are woinen. There 
are even beautiful women ; . ." 

I was long in coming to mo* 
dem poetry, In being attracted 
to Rimbaud and Apollinaire. I 
couldn't get over the walls' of 
flame and smoke which separ*. 
ate these poets from the classics 
and the romantics. Perhaps I 
should confess that I hoped to 
be one of those who dispersed 
the smoke in trying not to put 
out the flame, a conciliator, a 
reconciler of ancient and mo- 
dem poetry. 

Since poetry had been quite

tradition and continuity of the 
classics, to reveal the torments, 
hopes and sufferings of a poet 
and a man today. I remember 
a certain • preface of Valéry, 
written for a young poet, An- 
dré CaseUi. "Don't be dlssatls- 
fled with your verses, i have 
found In them delicate quali- 
ties of which one Is essential 
for my tatte, a pitch for the 
singer. Keep this reel tone. 
.Don't be surprised that IPs I 
who notice It to praise it. There 
Is B tremendous difficulty In 
comblnlnB this exact sound of 
the soul with the sacrifice of 
art. One needs an enormous 
amount of art to bs rtally one- 
self, really simple. But art alone 
would' never be enough." 

There is certainly an ele- 
ment of delirium In every poe-' 
tic creation but this delirium 
must be purified and separated 
from the ineffective or harmful 
residue. A delicate operation to 
be carried out cautiously. In 
my case, it is through simpli- 
city and lucidity that I succeed 
In confronting my central se- 
crets and In purifying my deep- 
est poetry. I strive until the su- 
pernatural becomes natural and 
flows easily (or seems to), and 
tmtll the ineffable becomes 
familiar without ever losing its 
fabulous source. 

At the poet's disposal are 
two pedals, one clear, permit- 
ting him to reach transparency, 
the other obscure, leading to 
opaqueness. Only rarely have I 
pressed on the obscure pedal. 
If I veil, I do so, nattirally, and 
it is, I believe, the mere veil 
of poetry. The poet often ope- 
rates warmly in darkness, but 
the cold operation has its ad- 
vantages also. It permits us 
greater feats because they are 
more lucid. 'We know that we 
shall -never have to blush at 
them one day, as at some pass- 
ing intoxication and frenzy we 
no longer understand. I need 
this lucidity all the more since 
by nature I am obscure. I don't 
believe there is any poetry- 
without some confusion at the 
beginning. I .try to' bring some 
Ushtitoiit^wlthoutidlminisliing^ 



the power of the subcoasciou;i

I like the strange only \vhen 
It Is tempered and humanized. 
I test myself on making a 
straight line out of one or seve- 
ral broken lines. Some poets are 
often victims of their trances. 
They give themselves £eyér:ifJ|o 
the single pleasure of .freedom 
and never worry over 'the 
beauty of the poem, 'Or to us* 
another Image, I might say that 
they fill their glass to the brim 
end forget to serve you, reader. 

I have seldom had the dread 
of banality which .haunts most 
writers,' but rather that of in- 
comprehension and strangeness. 
Since I don't write||toimy8tery 
specialists, I alwajn^^tfered 
when a sensitive person didn't 
'understand one of my poems. 

The image is the magic lan- 
tern which, lights up .the poets 
in their darkness. : But imagés' 
aren't alone. There are passa- 
ges between them which also 
must be poetry. People have 
called • analysis of poetry anti- 
poetlej^and this is true enough 
if itfl&Taltlo^cal analysis. But 
there are submerged explana- 
tions in the dream world which 
may be revealed without leav- 
ing the realm of poetry. 

I dont wait for Inspiration to 
write, and I go half way to meet 
it The poet cannot count on 
the very rare moments when 
he writes as by dictation. It 
seems to me he should imitate 
the scientist who doesn't wait 
(or inspiration in order to 
work. Science is an excellent 
school of modesty, If it isn't the 
opposite, since It trusts the 
constant value of man and not 
solely a few privileged mo- 
ments. How often we think we 
have nothing to say when a 
poem is waiting in us, behind a 
thin curtain of mist, and it's 
enough to silence the noise 
around us for that poem to be 
unveiled.

Earlier, Tim Brodhead, speak- 
ing on bicultural activities, ruled 
out any massive approach toward 
maintaining the dialogue between 
French and English students. "The 
most effective way," he said,

ities".

The conference also passed re- 
solutions recommendhig to the 
"that representatives of the 
national clubs and the leaders of 
campus activities meet to consider 
the participation of foreign stu- 
dents" In those activities and that 
a Big Brother and Big Sister pro- 
gram be promulgated' "to bridge 
the gap between foreign and Ca- 
nadian students". The resolutions 
were passed unanimously. . 



A long debate had ensued earlier 
in the conference regarding the 
most effective manner of integrat- 
ing the foreign students into camp- 
us life. Criticisms had been voiced 
that the present program had too 
formal an approach. . 

H. Sonny Gordon, President of 
the Students' Society, in his hitro- 
ductory remarks deplored ."the 
laekiof^,cO:«rdination, cooperation, 
aiidr^un'detatandbg among mem- 
bers of the Students' Society." The 
conference, he stated, would pro- 
vide a forum "in which we can 
discuss problems among us", and 
to provide a dialogue among the 
various clubs and societies. 

He also praised the conference 
as a medium "by which the Stu- 
dents' Society can pick up new 
thoughts, so that is can convey the 
feelings of McGill students" on 
various issues. The Students' So- 
ciety, he stressed, is not merely a

on Cyprus and Gothic cathedrals. 

Dr. Koch, a Dane who has in- 
vested a lifetime of research in 
Greenland, was described by Dean 
Hare as "the quintessence of Arc- 
tic fleldmen". His work was, ho 
said, largely responsible for Den- 
mark's reputation for wise govern- 
ment and farsighted policies on 
that island. 

Professor Shumszkly, recently 
elected President of the Commis- 
sion of the International Associa- 
tion of Scientific Hydrology, Dean 
Hare noted, has dealt with many 
of the problems with which Cana- 
dian scientists are faced. He be- 
comes the first Soviet citizen to 
receive such an honorary degree 
from McGlli. 

Terence Armstrong, an authority 
on the Soviet Arctic and northern 
sea route, was credited by Dean 
Hare with much of the West's 
knowledge of Russian northward 
expansion. Ho is presently at work 
on a book chronicling the colonlz- 
&tIon of Siberia. 

Shaped North 
R.G. Robertson. Deputy Minister 
of Northern Affairs and Natural 
Resources for a decade, has shaped 
much of the development of the 
Northwest Territories, the Dean 
remiarked.

At the start of every uni- 
versity year McCill it faced 
with the very difficult preb« 
lem of Freshman Orientation. 
The author had the opportun^ 
ity of attending a Freshman 
Orientation program at Pace 
College In New York. The 
views expressed here are not 
intended to serve as exam- 
ples of what McGill should 
do in the future, but. merely 
as a presentation of methods 
used at another school. 

Freshman. Orientation at Pace 
College is., a highly , intensive 
program when . compared with 
its McGUl counterpart^ 

To begin with,- freshmen 
orientation -is a mandatory' 
coursé for all first year students 
and transfer students; it In- 
cludes a tcxtboolc, and weekly 
lectures for the entire first 
term. The text requires the 
students to know not only the 
names and positions of all 
faculty members with whom 
they are directly concerned, but 
also gives a complete course 
in developing good study 
habits; it includes the use of 
the library. 

A course in 'how to study' 
is available to any McGill 
student, but at Pace the student 
has no choice in the matter. 
He is forced for. his own good 
to'taice advantage of.the course 



even though he may feel (as 
many McGill freshmen do) that 
his present studying habits are 
sufficient. Both the faculties of 
McGill and Pace know that for 
the most part they are not and 
both make the student aware 
of this. 

STUDENTS HELP 

To carry out. the orientation 
program, the head of the gui'd* 
ance department chooses a com- 
mittee, of student leaders to 
head small groups of orienta- 
tion classes, and, to all intents 
aiid purposes act as -conference 
Instructors. These students are

picked both for their academic 
achievements and participation 
in school activities; as orienta* 
tion Instructon, they work 
closely with the guidance de- 
partment in watching for stud- 
ents who do not . seem to be 
adapting well to college routine. 

Since the program lasts until 
Christmas, the group leader 
arid thé guidance department 
are hi a position to know Just 
how successful they have .been, 
and whether any more, help is

The' general^ concensus of 
ophiion of the staff and student 
body on the value of Uie orient- 
ation program seems to be as 
follows:. The fact that the ad- 
ministration and student lead- 
ers give this program in small 
groups relieves many. , of the 
students of theJtfeeUngj||bat 
they are Just, numhinltmfan 
IBM card where : thércbUegi~ is 
concerned. The fact -î'that '-the 
orientation instructors are close 
In age to the student and have 
themselves successfully made 
the transition from high school 
to college gives the student con- 
fidence In the advice of the 
leaders. It also serves to relieve 
most inhibitions he might have 
In discussbig his problems. 

The staff at Pace has figures 
indicating that the program hu 
been significant in reducing the 
number of freshman dropouts. 
The results then, as well as the 
needs, are applicable to McGill, 
and bear food for thought. 
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Sifting Tigiif 
Can Save $$$ 



One of the first things a 
freshman likes to do Is rush 
to the Bookstore, hand in a 
reading list, and walk out 
with enough books to open 
a library at least the size of 
Redpoth. Read this first. 

Estimates as to the cost of 
this compulsion vary from $50 
to $100, and if you have that 
much and like shiny covers, go 
ahead. But there arc a number 
of ways to substantially cut the 
cost of books. The first is to be 

-on the lookout for second-hand 
material. This isn't nearly as 
difficult as it first may seem: 
numerous upperdassmen are 

• only too glad to get rid of un- 
necessary texts. ' 

Generally, they advertise them 
on the various notice boards 
about campus, e.g. the Common 
Rooms, the Union and the 
Residences. Another likely spot 



is the Daily Classified Ads. If 
you don't see what you want, 
put up your own notice request- 
ing what yeu need. 

A fine way to get second-hand 
texts is to go to the Women's 
Union Book Exchange in the 
Union. Details will appear in 
the Daily, and the Exchange 
handles numerous ' second-hand 
books. - . ■ ■. 

The one cardinal rule In-sav- 
ing money on books is not to , 
rush. Often you can get second 
hand material simply by asking 
about people who have taken 
the course previously. 

If you still draw a blank, 
wait until you need books be- 
fore you buy them. Reading 
lists do not always mention how 
often the texts will be of use, 
and a few trips to the Library 
may be all that is required to 
save the cost of a new book.

The spirited drive of the Maple'
